NOVELTYflSn AND INVENTIVE STEPgS): Claims 1-26 rVFS) 

The invention relates to a cap to close an open end of a hollow body of a beverage container. The cap has a main 
portion and a severable portion to create a dispensing aperture. The cap also has a closure member with a handle 
which IS positioned within the container. After the portion is severed the handle extends through the dispensing 
aperture to enable the closure member to be moved between closed and open positions. 

None of the above documents, taken singly or in obvious combination, disclose all the features of invention as 
now defined in independent claims 1 and 2. In particular none of the documents disclose a cap wherein the 
severed portion is moved inwardly into the container and that the closure member is contacted by the severed 
portion while moving into the container to thereby cause the closure member to move to a position where the 
handle of the closure member extends through the dispensing aperture. 

Therefore the invention of claims 1 and 2, as well as appended claims 3 to 26; is considered to be novel and 
involve an inventive step over the above documents.

The invention as defined in claims 1 to 26 meets the requirement of industrial appHcability because the cap can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
